Rewritten, claim 42 is actualy substantially different - either by purpose or mistake. Claim 24 was dependent upon claim 23 and included all 
the limitations of claim 23. New claim 42 is not indicated as being dependent upon any claim. As such, new claim 42 is substantially 
different in scope and contains errors under 35 U.S.C. 112.
